this year ; and is probably the book intended, as i do not find any licence 
he had for it. January 26, 1579-80, he had licence from thebilhop of 
London, as well as from the wardens, to print “ The englithe fkool- 
mafter, fet forth by James Bell ot for teaching of ftraugers to pronounce 
Englilhc.” To all appearance hedied a young man ; for July 1582, 
the court of afiiftants granted to Timothy Rider “ A copie which 1 
perteined to Henry Difley deceafed : Jnticuled, A Paradyce of Daintfe 
deuiccs.” This is the only book of his printing which has efcapfc'd 
the devaluations of time.

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It is obfervable that Day’s name is always fet firft in thofe books they 
printed together, and yet Seres appears to have been his fenior in the 
Stationers’ company, of which they both were members before the 
company’s charter from Phil, and Mary, in 1556 j and Seres was one 
of the old livery, whereas Day was only the firft of the new. Seres- 
accordingly took the lead of him in ferving the offices of warden and 
matter; to the latter he had the houiour of being chofen five times' 1 in 
feven years. 

Mr. Bagford fuppofed him to have been a fervant to Sir Henry Sidney', 
from his fetting up the fign of the hedgehog, which was Sir Henry 
Sidney’s badge, or creft. Mr. Strype fpeaks of him thus: “ Sir 
William Cecil, principal fecretary of /late to king Edward, procured for 
him, being his fervant, a licence' to print all manner of private prayers, 
called primers, as ffiould be agreeable to the common -prayer, eftablifhed 
in the court of parliament ; and that none elfe ffiould print the fame.. 
Provided, that before the faid Seres,, or his afiigns, did begin to print 
off the fame, he or they ffiould prefent a copy thereof, to be allowed by 
the lords of the privy-council, or by the lord chancellor for the time 
being, or by the king’s four ordinary chaplains, or two of. them. And 
when the fame was or ffiould be frbm time to time printed, that by the 
faid lords, and other of the faid privy-council, or by the' lord-chancellor, or 
with the advice of the wardens of the occupation, the reafonable price 
thereof be fett, as well in the leaves, as being bound in paft or board, in 
like manner as was expreffed in the end of the book of common prayer.” 
Strype alfo fays “ Seres had a privilege for the printing of all pfalters; 
all manner of primers, Engliffi and Latin, and all manner of prayer 
books; that as this privilege was taken away by queen Mary, fo it was 
reftoijed again by queen Elizabeth by means of lord Cecil, with the- 
addition of the grant to him and to his fon k during the life of the long- 
eft liver, and that this gave occafion to a great cafe : for Seres, the father,, 
in his latter years not being well able to follow his bufinefs, afligned 
his privilege, with all his prefies, letters, (locks, and copies to one 
Henry Denham, for a yearly rent. Denham took feven young men 
of the company of Stationers tojoynhim in the fame ; but certain inferior 
perlons of the company, fetting up preffes, more than England might 
bear, did print other mens copies forbidden to them, and privileged to 
others by the queen’s letters patents/ Thefe endeavoured for their own 
gain to have the privilege taken away, preferring.a petition to the privy- 
council, wherein they pretended that in juftice it flood with the beft policy 
of this realm, that the printing of all good and ufeful books ffiould be at 
the liberty for every man to do, without granting or allowing any privilege 
by the prince to the contrary. And they faid it was againft law, and

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that the queen ought not to grant any fuch. Seres upon this, in a petition 
to the lord-treafurer, urged againft thefe men, that privilege for fpecial 
books was ever granted' by the prince; for that for the moll part in all an- 
tient books we read thefe words. Cum privilegio ad imprimendum folum; 
and -that many records might be found of the fame, whereby it ap- 
peared, that the prince or magiftratc had ever care to commit the printing 
of all good books, efpecially. of the beft fort, to fome fpecial men well 
known and tried, for their fidelity, fkiil, and ability. Examples whereof 
might be fhewed as well in England, as other chriftian countries. And that 
the reafon hereof was, that printing of itfelf was mod dangerous and per- 
nicious, if it were not ftraitned and reftrained by politic order of the 
prince or magiftrate. This affair at laft was made up by a friendly agree- . 
ment. The expedient was this, that thofe who had privileges 
•were to grant fome allowances unto the company .of ftationers for the 
maintenance of their charge and their poor. This was about the 
year 1583.”

RICHARD JUGGE, 

B RED to learning, and ele&ed from Eaton to KingVCollege, in 
the year 1331, went from thence a fcholar. But being defirous to 
promote learning and virtue, about the time of the reformation acquired 
the art of printing, which he praftifed in King Edward the fixth s time, 
and kept fhop, the fign of the Bible, at the north door of St. Pauls 
church, but dwelt in Newgate-market, next to Chrift’s church. He 
had a licence from Government to print the New Teftament in Engliih, 
dated Jan. 1550. His editions of the old and new Teftaments arc 
very neat, and adorned with many elegant initial letters and wood- 
cuts. He was one of the original members of the Stationers’ company, 
of which he was chofen warden in the years 1560, 1563, 1560 i and 
matter in 1568, 1569, i$ 73 > and 1574. On the acceffion of Queen 
Elizabeth to the throne, he printed the proclamation, 17 Nov. 1558 * 
and fome others afterwards : but the 7th Feb. following, John Cawood, 
who had been printer to the late queen, was conjoined with him in 
printing a proclamation for eating flefh ; and they appear to have con- 
tinued printing jointly the ftate papers from that time, though 1 do not 
find they had a patent for fo doing ’till 24th March, 1560 by which they 
were appointed printers to the queen’s maiefty, with a falaiy of 61 . ijs. 4J, 
the fame as had been allowed to Cawood, by his patent from Mary, 
for his life i and that feems to have been the reafon for his being 
joined with Jugge, in Q. Elifabeth’s patent. He had licence from his 
Company to print the following books, viz. From July 1557* to July 
it <8: “ The boke ofpalmeftrye. The bokeof Jofephus. The Kynge 
of Refte. The Kynge of Ryghtuoufnes. The fmall pfalter, in xvi, 
Englcflhe.

He was in bufinefs about 30- years*, 
and was fucceeded in it by one John Jugge, but what elation he was 
to him i cannot fay.

Succeeded Richard in his buflnefs, and probably in his houfe ; and though 
it does not politively appear what relation he was to him, it is highly 
probable that he was his fon. We might perhaps have been fatisfied in 
this particular, but that the regifter-book, containing the Company’s 
tranfa&ions from 1571 to 1576 is milling; in which period it is likely he 
took up his freedom, feeing he was brought on the livery in about 1574. 
May ao, 1577, he had licenfe to print “ Fuller’s farewell to Mr. Four- 
boufier and other gentlemen adventurers who labour to difcouer the right 
pafTage to Catay.

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HUGH SHYNGLETON, or SINGLETON, 

A PPEARS to have been free of the old Stationers’ Company, 
he is found binding an apprentice in 1562, though his name is not 
infertcd among the freemen in their charter from Phil, and Mary, 4 May, 
1,556. He appears to have been very unfettled in his habitations. His 
name is moftly written Shyngleton in the hall book. Mr. Ames had 
heard that he printed in 1 525, but he had met with no proof of it, nei- 
ther have i. In 1562 — 1563, he was fined for fpeaking unfeemly words 

before Mrs. . In 1 566—1567, he was authorifed with Tho. Purfoot 

to fearch for unlicenfed -and diforderly books. About two years after- 
wards he received from the company X_s. Perhaps on the fame account 
as the year after he received tj. s. Viz. for taking up books at the water- 
fide. He appears to have been but an indifferent ceconomift, and his 
principles rather loofe. “ Sept. 17, 1577.

ROBERT CROLE, CROLEUS, or CROWLEY, 

W A S born in Glocefterfhire, became a ftudent in the Univerfity of 
Oxford about 1534, and was foon after made demy of Magdalen- 
college. In 1542, being bachelor of arts, he was made probationer-fellow 
of the faid houfe, by the name of Robert Crole. In the reign of Edward 
vi. he exercifed the profefiion of printing, in Ely-Rents, Holborn, 
London j fold books, and preached in the city and el fe where ; but upon 
the fucceflion of queenMary,he, among feveral Englifh Proteftants, went 
to Frankfort, in Germany. After her deceafe he returned, and had fe- 
veral benefices bellowed upon him, among which was St. Giles by Crip- 
plegate, London, of which church he wrote himfelf vicar in 1566. He 
lived to a fair age, was buried at St. Giles, Cripplegate, and over hjs 
grave a Hone was laid, with this infcription engraven on a brafs plate : 
Here lieth the body of Robert Crowley, clerk, late vicar of this parilh, 
who departed this life the 18th of June, anno Domini 1588.” He 
was admitted a freeman of the worfhipful company of Stationers by re- 
demption {gratis) 27. Sept. 1578. Soon after, he is found, jointly with 
the wardens, licencing copies j as alfo are feveral other perfons; but by 
what authority does not appear. Though he printed two or three books 
.after the date of the company’s charter, there are none entered as licenced 
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to him. Being very zealous for a reformation from popifh errors, he ex- 
erted his abilities againft them, both by writing and . printing. His 
writings may be l'een in bifhop Tanner’s Bibliotheca, p. 210. But be 
pleafcd to obferve that though “ The fupper of the Lorde,” and “ The 
Vifion of Piers Plowman,” are inferted among the reft of his writings, he 
wrote only the prefixes to them; And that The fchool of Vertue and 
good nurture is alcribed to F. S. in p. %2. 

Mr. Ames fays he printed “ The confutation of Nich. Shaxton ; Expli- 
catio petitoria ad Parliamentum ; and The confutation of Miles Haggard’s 
ballad. Crowley indeed was the author of them, but they were printed 
by Day and Seres. See p. 616, 619, and 620. Probably he might cor- 
rect the prefs there, and learn the art of printing, which he afterwards 
pra&ifed himfelf.

W AS of an ancient family in Yorkffiire, as appears from a book 
at the Herald’s-Office. W. Grafton vi. a, b, c. Lond. Wherein 
a re thefe words : “ Cawood, .Typographus regius reginae> Mariae ; his 
arms are, fable and argent parte per cheveron, embatteled between 3 
harts heads cabofed, counter-changed within a border per fefle, counter- 
changed as before, with verdoy de trefyles lleped, numbered 10. Thefe 
Cawoods were once lords of the manor of Cawood near the citie of York, 
although the caftle had aunciently been the archbifhops fee. And it ap- 
pears among the inquifitiones of the brethren in the time of King John 
throughout England,, (that is to fay, in the tath and 13th year 
of his reign, in the county of York, concerning knights fervice, and 
others held by him in chiefi or capite,'in the treafury rolls for the afore- 
faid liberty, by the hands of the ffiireef of that time :) that John Cawood 
held by grand fergentic (fclit. per fore ftantem inter Darwent & Owfe) 
• one 
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one plowed land in Cawood. Which John, father of Peter, and Robert, 
clerk of the pipe, who had John, who had Margaret,” &c. Thus it 
feems he was of that family in Yorklhire. He was an original member 
of the Stationers’ company, and a bountiful benefaflor to them; was 
appointed upper warden in their charter granted by Phil, and Mary, 
4. May, 1556; and was chofen- mafter in 1561, again in 1562, and 1566. 
He appears to have learned the art of John Raynes. See p. 414} how- 
ever, he exercifed the art three or four years before a patent was granted 
him by queen Mary, when Richard Grafton was fet afide, and had a 
narrow efcape for his life. The chief import of the patent, which you 
may fee at length in Rymer, vol. xv. p. 125, is abftrafted below/ In 
the next reign he dwelt in St. Paul’s church-yard, at the fign of the Holy 
Ghoft, and became partner with Richard Jugge, in queen Elizabeth’s 
patent; and for their joint concern rented a room in Stationers’ hall, at 
xx. s. per annum. His name is found but once on the black lilt, and 
that in 1565 “ for ftechen of bookes, which ys contrary to the orders of 
this howfe, &c.” when he with 16 others were fined viij.j. x.</. The 
mark he ufed, may be feen in the plate. He was buried in St. Faith’s,

A T the death of king Edward vi, with leveral refugees, went and re- 
M fided at Geneva, where he printed two books, as below. Whether 
he learnt the art of printing there, or before he went thither, with me is 
matter of doubts especially that he printed any book here with his own: 
name : for though Mr. Ames mentions The laws of Geneva, as primed by 
him in 1552, which hefeems to have taken, from Maunfell, p. 66 j yet 
that date appears evidently a mifprint for 1 562, not only as the book is 
dedicated to Lord Robert Duddeley, M after of the Horfe, and Knight of 
the Garter, Who had not thole titles before Elizabeth^ reign ; but as 
the tranflator therein exprefllyfaya, “They charge -us with liber tic & 
licencioufnefle mofte vniuftly, reportinge chat we departed out of this 
rtalme ip the late tyme of baniihement ofGodds churche, onelye to this 
ende, to enjoye more vnehaftifed freedoms of fenfuall lyfe.”

RICHARD TOTTEL 



H AD his name (pelt as different as poffible, was a very confiderable 
printer of law, and an original member of the Stationers’ company. 
He dwelt in Fleet-ftreet, within Temple Bar, at the fign of the Hand 
and Star. 

In Dugd. Orig. Jurid, p. 59. and 60 are found the following licenfes. A 
(jpecial licenfe to Richard Tathille (which I fuppofe Tottel) citizen, fta- 
tioner, and printer of London, for him and his afligns, to imprint, for 
the fpace of (even years next enfuing the date hereof, all manner of books 
of the temporal law, called the common law ■, lo as the copies be allowed* 
and adjudged mete to be printed, by one of the Juftices of the law, or 
two ferjeants, or three apprentices of the law ; whereof the one to be a 
reader in court. And that none other (hall imprint any book, which the 
(aid Richard Totell (hall firft take and imprint, during the faid term, 
upon pain of forfeiture of all fuch books. T. R. apud Weftm. 1 2 April, 
7 Edward vj. p. 3.

He was renter, or collector of the quarterages in 15 59, and 1560; 
tinder warden in 1561, upper warden in 1567, 1568, and 1574; matter 
in 1578, and 1584. 

January 8. 1 583, he yielded up to the Stationers’ company, feven copies 
of books, for the relief of their poor. What they were you may fee in our 
General Hiftory, under that year. 

Latterly lie retired into the country for the benefit of his health, where- 
by the bufmefs of the company was fometimes at a ftand, as appears by 
an ordinance r made by the Court of Affiftants, 30. Sept. 1589. Hi* 
own bufinefs however appears to have been carried on for him untill 1 593, 
after which time i find no more concerning him.

A PPEARS to have been an original member of the Stationers’ com- 
pany, as he prefented an apprentice 1 Oft, 1556, though his name 
is not in the lift annexed to their charter, a copy of wnich Mr. Ames pro- 
cured from the Rolls. He had a fhop in S. Paul’s churchyard, and dwelt 
in Paternofter row at the fign of the Black Boy, and other places. 

During Mary’s reign he printed chiefly in connexion with John King- 
fton, efpecially the Romifh church books, under whofe name they are 
placed. In 1561, he was fined “ iiij. s. iiij. d. for ferten bokes taken 
hawking aboute the ftretes — contrary to the orders of the Gitye of London.”

In February 1559-60, he was 
fined ij.s. «* for that he fett his name to abooke, which ys cotrary to the 
orders of the howfe.” What thofe orders were does not appear, this 
being the only inftance of the kind i have obferved. Jan 8.1576-7, he 
feems to have been abroad, or under fome confinement, as his wife a&ed 
by a Letter of Attorney from him, at a Court of Affiftants, in aligning 
over to John Wight the copies of The regiment for the fea ; and the 
Theatre, or Rule of the world; And thus “ the faid John and Thomas 
difeharge either to other all maner of Debtes, Duties & Matters, from the 
begining of the world to this day.” Though the former book does not 
appear to have been licenfed to Hacket himfelf, yet it might have been-

He ferved renter in 1561, 
and 1562; under warden in 1571, and 1752. In 1566, he was one of 
the delinquents, who were fined “ for bokes taken by Tho. Purfoote & 
Hu. Shingleton in ferten places j” and was fined ij.l. Only x.s. brought 
to account. In 1568, he paid to the company iiij.l. the bequeft of Mrs. 
Eliz. Toy, his mother, late deceafed ; which Ihould have been mentioned 
at the end of her memoirs, p. 589.

(1556) 
but as Mr. Berthelet died before that time, ’tis probable he con- 
tinued apprentice with the widow, &c. as the books printed in the houfe 
late Tho. Berthelet’s after 1555 till 1561, give no intimation by whom, 
or on whofe account they were printed. See p. 464. He was made free 
of the Stationers’ company, 15 Aug. 1565; but he printed books in his 
awn name a confiderable time before. He was fined 7. Aug. 1564, for 
printing without licenfe, Confabulationes, and The banket of Sapience; 

Again, for printing other mens copies, and for the-forfiture of-his 
obligation, xl. s. It does not appear what thofe copies were, or what the 
faid obligation was for j hut the wardens paid about the fame time “ to 
my Lorde mayres officer, & the fheriffes officer, waiting for Hen. Wekes, 
viij.s. viij.d.” At his being made free, he gave befides the accuftomed 
fee, a benevolence of x.s. perhaps on account of the expence he had put 
the company to, as above. By the colophon of the title-page to Cooper’s 
Thefaurus, he appears to have dwelt in the houfe that was Mr. 

Berthelet's ; and yet R. Newbery appears to have lived there alio. Wykes 
dwelt however in Fleet ftreet, at the fign of tht; black elephant ; and fre- 
quently ufed Berthelet’s compartments, and Powel’s mafks, &c. One of 
Mr. Ames’s papers mentions his being, in 1570, thefervant of Sir Francis 
Knowlis, whofe creft is a black elephant, and that therefore Wykes chofe 
the fame for his fign j but i have not found any-, book of his printing 
with fo late a date.

GERRARD DEWES, 

A PPRENTICE with Andr. Hefter, was made free of the Stationers* 
company, 4 O£to. 1557; taken into the livery in 1568; ferved 
-renter in 1572, and 1573 and under warden in 1581. In 1566, he was 
fined with others “ for books taken by T. Purfoote and H. Shyngleton in 
ferten places, xx.s.” In 1 567, he was fined for printing “ The boke of 
R°gg e s> contrary to the orders of this howfe, wh : ch was felled in the 
tyme of Mr. Jugge and Mr. Daye, iij.l. vj.s. viij.d.” He dwelt at the 
fign of the Swan in St. Paul’s church-yard ; and ufed for a device his re- 
bus, which is one of thofe, mentioned among others by Camden in his 
remains, And if you require more, I refer you to the witty inventions of 
fome Londoners ; but that for Garret Dewes is moft remarkable : two in 
* garret calling Dews at dice.” This may be feen in the frontifpiece. 

This Gerrard or Garret was the eldeft fon of Adrian D’Ewes, who came 
over from Guelderland when it was depopulated by inteftine wars. Ger- 
rard 
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ard married Grace Hinde of Cambridgelhire, a Dutch woman, who died 
in 1583, and was buried in St. Faith’s, under Sr. Paul’s, London. Soon 
after her death, he left off trade, and probably then purchafed the manor of 
Gaines, in Upminfter, in the county of Effex. He died 1 2 April 1591, 
leaving Paul his fon and heir, who was born in. 1 570, and was the father 
of Sir Simonds D’Ewes, noted for his collections of the Journals of Parlia- 
ment during the reign of Elizabeth. The inquifition taken after the 
death of Gerard is recorded, and his epitaph, with his figure in armour, 
in brafs, on his grave (tone, in the chapel at Gaines, delineated in Weever’s 
Fun. Monuments, p. 653.

W AS prefented 140ft. ( • 556,) as an apprentice with Mr. Tottel, and 
made free of the Stationers’ Company, 30 A ug. 1 j6o j was admitted 
to the livery in 1572; ferved renter in 1580 and 1 5^-1 ; under-warden in 
1586 and 1588. He was an exceeding neat printer, and the firft who 
tiled the femicolon with propriety. In 1564, he “ prented premers 
without licenfe, contrary to the orders,** for which he was fined )d. s. 
Alfo, in 1565, M for mylufing Mr. Warden, x. 9.” and, ** for priming 
The vtcer apparcll for mynefters, x. s.” Again, to Aug. 1579, “ for 
arrefting a freeman of the coiirpany without licenfe, xij. d.” Alfo, 6 Apr. 
1584, “ for vGng vndecent fpeaches to the elder warden, xx. s.” Remitted.

W AS: bound apprentice to Richard Harrifon, for eight years, from the 
•feaft of St. John Baptift, 15605 but as Mr. Harrifon died in 
1562, he probably ferved the refidueof his time, till he was made free on 
the 15th of Aug. 1566, with Reg. Wolfe, whofe device of the Brazen 
Serpent he fometimes ufed. He was called on the Livery 30 June, 1578; 
but i do not find him ferving any office. Soon after he was made free he 
was fined iij.s. “ for vndermynding & procurynge as moche as in hym ded 
Jye a copye from Will. Greffeth, called the boke of Rogges.” He dwelt, 
firft in Pater nofter row, and then in Knightrider ftreet, at the fign of the 
Mermaid 5 which he fometimes uled for a device, with this motto. 
Omnia tempus habent. Laftly, in Thames ftreet, near Baynard’s caftle. 
In 1 580, he was obliged to appear at the bar of the Hotife of Commons, 
on account of a libellous book he had printed fometime before for Arth. 
Hail, Efq; member for Grantham m Lincolnfhire. This book was 
charged with being not only greatly reproachful againft Sir Robert Bell 
the late fpeaker, and other worthy members, but alfo flanderous and de- 
rogatory to the general authority See: of the Houfe, and prejudicial to the 
validity of their determinations, — charging them with drunkennefs, and 
their proceedings to be opera tenebrarum. The book was dedicated to 
Sir Henry Knivett, without his knowledge or approbation. Only 80 or 
100 of them were printed. The author, printer, and parties concerned, 
were examined, firft before the the Privy Council, and afterwards brought 
to the bar of the Houfe. Hall as a culprit, the reft as witnefles. In the 
event, Hall was committed to the Tower for fix months, and lb much 
longer as until he fliould make a Revocation or Retraftion, under his hand 
in writing, of the errors and flanders contained in the faid book, to the 
fatisfaftion of the Houfe j to pay a fine of 500 marks to the queen’s ufe j 
and expelled the Houfe, during that parliament. It was alfo “ refolved 
and ordered, that the laid book and libel was, and Ihould be holden, 
deemed, taken, and adjudged to be, for fo much as doth concern the 
errors aforefaid, condemned.”

f Xeuxis, who painted a vine with grapes 
lo fubtilly that birds would pick at them. 
Apelles, who for the fpajce of ten years em- 
ployed all his ikill to paint a Venus, which 
was fo beautiful, that by public edidt he was 
charged to keep it fecret. An artificer of 
Heraclea is mentioned bjrPaufanias to hare 
made a brazen horfe, ermtre, to which other 
horfes fought to qouple. Archimedes, who 
with one nand drew by a rope a great Ihip, 
freighted withtnerchandrfe, athwart the mar- 
ket place of Siracufe, by the fcience of mathe- 
matics : as alfo a glafs with which he burnt 
the ihips of his enemies in the fea. Sabor, 
king of Perfia, caufed a glafs to be made fo 
great, that he was let in a corner of the fame 
as in the fphere, or compafs of the earth, 
feeing under his feet the clouds, and (tart that 
did rife and fet. The ftatue of Memnon, 
mentioned by Strabo, and Com. Tacitus, 
which fpoke every morning at the rifing of 
the fun. Who would not beravifhed iu ad- 
miration at the mention of a dove of wood, 
compofed by Architas, a fcholar of Pytha- 
goras, which being made by certain propor- 
tions of mathematics, did fly in the air as 
.other birds : fee more of this in the Gent. 
Magazine, April 1784, p. 145. Induced by 
'this, Albert us Magnus made a brazen head, 
which could fpeak plainly. A Spaniard, who 
in the author’s time made glafles which re- 
jiwfented two faces together; the one alive, 
the other dead. Ptolemy mentions others, 
wherein there would appear as many faces as 



there are hour* in the day, &c. But among 
ail the works of our anceftors, nothing may 
compare with the invention , utility, and dig- 
nity of printing : who, therefore, doth not 
marvel at the times when, as Strabo reciteth, 
men firft wrote on alhes, afterwards on the 
bark of trees, ftones, laurel leaves, parch- 
ment, and finally paper ; and as they varied 
in their manner of writing, fo.they ufed di- 
vers inftrtrmenrs to write with ; on afltes with 
their -finger, gn ftones with iron, on leaves 
with €i pincers,” on barks with knives, on 
parchment with canes, on paper with quills. 
At firft their ink was the liquor of a certain 
filh, afterwards the juice of mulberries, then 
foot, and laftly the decoction of galls, gum 
and copperas. Alfo, the invention of guns 
and gun-powder ; and yet what is more mar- 
vellous, as Braflavolus writeth, an artillery 
man at that time found out how to makegujt~ 
powder thatmaketh nonoifein the difeharge. 
Leave we thefe roarings, &c. the invention of 
the Devil for the deftrudion of mankind, and 
purfue the invention of our time. An arti- 
ficer ofltaly prefen ted to prince Urbin aring 
with a watch that ftruck every hour, jerom. 
Cardan, a man worthy credence, witnefleth 
to have feen a man at Milan publicly walk his 
hands and face in mol ten (melted) lead , having 
firft walked them with a certain water. And if 
this fee m fo wonderful, how he might refill: 
heat, yet it is no more fo than what Alexander 
ab Alexandro and many others have written.

W AS an Original member of the Stationers’ company, and feems to- 
have been of the old livery, as he ferved collector in the years 
1557 and 1558, and was fined with Nic. Boreman his compeer “ for that 
they dtd not gyue vp thare accounts at a daye appoynted, iij s. iiij d.” In 
1563, he was fined xij.d. for binding primers contrary to orders. Alfo, 
for keeping open Ihop on St. Luke’s day. In 1566, he with Hu.- Sin- • 
gleton were appointed to fearch after and feize books diforderly printed, 
and were allowed their charges when they rode abroad. By their means 
“'Anthony Kydfon was fined iijl. vjs. viijd. Tho. Mailhe, ijl. Rec’dxxs. 
John Whyte, iiij 1 . Gerard Dewes, xxs. Abr. Vele, ijl. Humf. Toye, ijl. 
Rec’d xs.” However upon the'- whole, and by the next entry on the 
company’s book, Purfoot efpecially appears to have been no better prin- 
cipled than the reft; for he was fined vjl. xiijs. iiijd. and to find one fuf- 
fieient furety for tool; “ for that he ded fell premers to the haberdaffhers, . 
as was proued m 156 5, as that dotlvmore playnly apere by a decre noted 
amongft.the boke of Copyes.” In 1591, he feems to have taken his fon- 
into partnerfhip with him, as 30 March, 1591, A table for the payment 
of tithes &c. jw*s licenfed to them jointly. Arid Dec.. 6, 1591, at a court ; 
of Affiftants it was agreed and ordered “ That vpon the deceafe of Tho. 
Purfoot -the elder, Stationer and Printer, Tho. Purfoot the yonger lhalbe 
admitted a printer in the rowme of his faid father, and fhall from thens- - 
forthe vfe the Art of printinge as his father did in his lyfe timei' In 1592, , 
May 6. “ Tho. Purfoote the yonger was a fuitor for the Clerkihip when. » 
euer it might fall voyd,” and his pefition was granted; but in 1599, 
Dec. 3, the company taking into confutation,, that for certain years he 

had i 
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■had left his former trade, and betaken himfelf to another vocation, 
whereby they conceived that he wanted fufficient experience to ferve in 
that place ; and all'o that they found him diforderly and obftinate, rn 
•breaking the ordinances of the court, though admonifhed to the contrary; 
■for thefe and divers other refpe&s, they judged him an unfit perfon to 
have that office at any time. Odober 29, 159 j, T. Purfoot ( the elder) 
complained of Edw. Aldee, “ for printinge of Breues, aperteyning to 
him thefaidThomas. Yt isorderd by afifent of the parties. That from tyme 
to tyme hereafter whenfoeuer any breue or breues of letters patents ffialbe 
offered to the faid Edward to be printed, whiche fhall apperteine to the 
laid Thomas to print, by force of any entrance made, or to be made, the 
■faid Edw. fhall refufe & forbeare to deale with the printinge thereof, &c 
fhall fignifie to the parties trauayling therein, that the imprintinge thereof 
apperteyneth to the faid Thomas. Item, that for all other breues, as for 
ftarch or otherwife, whiche fhall not apperteine to the faid Tho. the faid 
Edw. fhall not print any of the fame, vnles yt be firft alowed & en- 
tred vnto him. Item, that the faid Tho. fhall monethly hereafter enter, 
by allowance of the wardens, all fuch breues of letters patentes as he 
fhall prynt; and pay the ordinary duties:” but 1 Dec. following, it was 
agreed, “ that he fhall, for all the faid entrances, pay xijd. euery.quarter 
lo thufe of the houfe.” How long this Tho. Purfoot lived afterwards, or 
followed bufinefs, i cannot at prefent fay ; as there are books printed with 
both names in almoft a continual fucceffion till 1637, when one of both 
thefe names is the third perfon of the 20, who were allowed, by a decree of 
the Star-chamber, to print for the whole kingdom. He kept fhop in St. 
Paul’s church-yard, at the fign of Lucrece, and dwelt within the new rents 
in Newgate market, and had a fhop over againft S. Sepulchres Church. 
Some books he printed for L. Harrifon, which may be feen under his 
name.

JAMES ROB E R T S 

W AS made free of the Stationers’ company 26 June 1564, but the 
regilter mentions not by whom. He was joined with Ric. Watkins,, 
in a patent for printing almanacs, about 1573; but he had ljcenfe to. 
print Rob. Moore’s almanac &c. for 1570, and fundry ballads foon after. 
He came on the livery 25 June, 1 596. On 27 Aug. following, he was 
fined, “ for printing a book called Newe tydings, contrary to the hon. 
decrees of the Star Chamber, & the laudable ordinances of this Court, 
6s. 8d. to be prefently paid”; but it was not paid till 11 Apr. 1597. It 
was -ordered by the Court of Affiftants > 1 Sep. 1595. “ that he fhould 
from hensforth furceafe to deale with the pointing of The h»ef cate— 
chifme, with the A. B. C, Letany, and other things inferted, which Re 
hath lately printed, contrary to her Maiefties prohibition, and the order 
of this Court. Alfo, that he iiall prefently bring into the HaU all fuch 

leaues 
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teauesof the faid book as he. hath printed* to be difpofed of as the next 
Court (hall determine : to whofe order he fubmitteth himfelf.” As did 
Edw* Venge, who printed alfo fome other leaves of the faid book : but i 
find nothing more of this affair in the minutes of the next court, nor at 
any time after. In a difpute between him and Will. Wood, 26 March, 
1599, it was ordered with their confeht* <c That I. R. fhall deliver to 
W. W. all the books of Markhams Horfemanfhip, which the. faid I. R.

fame, viij.s. a Ream for paper & printing } whereof 4 li. to be paid be- 
tween this and Eafter next, and the refidue before the end of Eafter term 
next. And that the faid copye fhall remaine to the faid W. W ; and, 
I. R, during his life, fhall have the printing thereof, as often as it fhall be 
printed hereafter.” 26 March, 1602, he paid 5. 1 . to be exeufed ferving 
the Renterfhip. He printed many books after r6oo*

W A S alio wed a Brother of the Stationers’ company, t 9 Nov. 1562, 
for which he paid ijs. vjd.

£jL Rouen, who Came into England about the beginning of Qt E&za* 
Seth*s reign, and was admitted a brother of the Stationers' company. 
Oft. 2, 1564,, for which he prid iyal vydi He fist Up his prefs in Black- 
friars, where it appears to have continued all. his- lifetime, notwithftand- 
ihfg his refidence for fonte time in Scotland.. Mr. T. Baker , in a letter to 
Mr. Ames, lays, “ he was the printer of Jordknus Brunus in the year 1584, 
for which he fled, and tfteneac year being at Edinburgh in Scotland, he 
firft taught that nation the way of good printing, and there ftaid until 
fbch time as by the intercdEon of friends he had got his pardon, as ap- 
pears by a book dedicated to the right irorfhipfirt Mr. 'Thomas Randolph 
feftj; where he returns him thanks for: his great favour, and for aftifting 
him m his diftrris:: printed- in oftavo, 1587." He appears however to 
have been abfent from his bufihcfs in July, 1 581- See the note in p. 846. 
That he was in Scotland nr 15^4 and 1^85 is eviderit by the booksofhis. 
printing there ; and yet the books printed in London the fame years bear 
his name alfo, as indeed all do till the time of his deceafe, which was be- 
fore March 4, 1587-8; according to the 1 Order of that day, by the 
Court, of AlTiftant6. As we find nothing of his printing in Scotland after 
1 585, ’tis highly probable he returned to London, foon after. He mar- 
ried his daughter Jakin to Richard Field, who foeceeded him in his houfe 
and bufinefs, 12 Jan. 1588 j and buried feveral children in the parilh of 
Blackfriars, as appears by their church books. He was a moft curious . 
printer, as will be evident to any who look into his books ; and com- 
monly ufed the device of an anchor and two fprigs of laurel within a com- 
partment, with this motto,.

CHRISTOPHER BARKER Efq; Queen’s printer, 

C AME of an ancient family, being defeended, as Mr. Ames was in- 
formed, from Sir Chr. Barker, knight, king at arms. Edward Bar- 
ker, who by a will dated 31 Dec. 1549, was appointed heir to one Will. 
Barker his coufin, might probably be father to Chr. Barker the printer. 
Q^Elizabeth granted him a very extenfive patent,, in confideration of his, 
great improvement of the art of printing,, dated 28 Sept. 19 Eliz. 1577. 
He dwelt at firft in Pater-noftcr-row at the fign of the Tiger’s Head, 
andkept a Ihop in St. Pauls churchyard at the fign of the Graflhopper j but 
he feems afterwards to have dwelt wholly in St. Paul’s churchyard, at the m

He hod alfo a printing office in Bacon houfc, near Fofter- 
lane, in which he printed A<fts of Parliament, &c. Originally he was a 
member of the worffiipful company- of Drapers, but tramiated to that of 
the Stationers, 4 June 1578, and taken into their livery on the 25th fol- 
lowing. For a difpenfation from ferving the Renter’s office he paid a fine 
of £3 i but feems.to have been excufed, through favour, ferving Under 
Warden. The upper wardcnlhip he feeved in 1582, and 1585. From 
the year.1585 he feems to have carried on the printing bufiuels wholly by 
deputies. He died 29 Nov. 1599, in the 70th year of his age, and was 
buried, at .Datchet near Windfor in Bucks j where againft the North waU 
of the chancel of St. Mary’s church was ere&ed an handfome altar monu- 
ment of- whi teind black marble, fupported by two pillars of red- veined mar- 
ble : at the top on the dexterfide are thefe arms, Or, on a fefie dancetty 
azure, three fleur de lis of the firft, being 'Barker’s : On the finifter fide, are 
*the famearms impaled with thefe. Party per chevron or and azure three mul- 
lets countercbanged, being, as is fuppofed, the arms of William Day, bi- 
iffiop ofWincheftef, whofe daughter was wife to Robert Barker, the fon 
and fuccefior of our Chriftopher. On a black marble tablet was the . in- 
scription below ®. 

Mr.Ames fisys the “Barkers con tinued'printingtill 1599, when Chrifto- 
; j>hcrthe father died. 1 do not find that they either printed, or affigoed 
jointly i 'but the bufinefs was carried on in the father’s name only, till 
about 1588, and- from thence forward by his alignment to deputies, il 
, have therefore alloted each a feparate place.

/"Tt H E only fon of Chriftopher Barker beforementioned, was made free 

J. of the Stationers’ company by patrimony, 25 June 1589. ; and 
called to the livery 1 July 1592. After the deceafe of his father, 3 Jan. 
1599-600, he exhibited to the Court of Afliftants his letters patent 
■grdhted him by her majefty for the term of his life, bearing date the 8 
Aug. in the 31 year of her reign, comprehending very extenfive privi- 
leges, and appointing him her highncfs’s printer. He ferved Upper 
Warden in 1601, having been aflelfed 20I. to be excufed ferving Under 
Warden. In 1604 he paid 20I. for not ferving the fecond Upper War- 
denlhip. About the year 1 593 he appears to have commenced trade, which, 
while his father lived, he carried on in conjunction with Meff. Bifliop and 
Newbery, as his father’s deputies. None of his title-pages or colophons 
(hew where he dwelt; or had his printing office; but molt probably he had 
the fame that was his father’s. Mr. Ame6 ftyles him Robert Barker of 
Southlev, or Southlee, in the county of Bucks efq; and fays, he married ' 

two wives j Rachael, daughter of Richard Day, bilhop of Winchefter, 
by whom he had feveral children ; and Ann, rclidt of Nicholas Cage of 
London.

CHARLES YETSWEIRT, Efq; 

W A S the fon of Nicafius Yerfweirt Efq/ clerk of the Privy Seal, 
and fecretarie to her Maiefty for the French tongue ; y who alfo 
had a licenfe granted him for printing all manner of hooks concerning 
the common laws of this realm for thirty years, dated i# NoV. 1577, 20 
*Eliz. Rd. Tottel however feems to have demurred againft it, and t<* 
have fet it by, having had a prior patent, 1 Eliz. for the fame purpofe, 
during his natural life: accordingly po book is found with Nicafius'* 
name, whereas Tottel printed the Law Books to 1593, about which time 
he deceafed ; and then Cha. Yetfweirt began to print both law and other 
books. His father appears to have died about the fame time, feeing hi* 
own patent wasdated 36 Eliz. (From 17 Nov. 1593 to — 1594.) In the 
Herald’s office is found a memorandum concerning this family, which i$ 
inferted below.** 

He dwelt in Fleet-ftreet, near the Middle Temple gate \ ^robibly the 
fame houfe that Tottel lived in; had a patent 36 Eliz. for printing all 
books concerning the laws, for thirty 6 years, and fucceeded to his father’s 
places at Court, but did not long furvive him, as appears by the note* 
below.

HUGH JACKSON, or JAXON, ftationer. 

N E Heugh Jackfon was bound apprentice to Wm. Powell for to 
f V/ years from the feaft ofPentecoft, 1562. I find alfo Hewghe Jack- 
son, fon of Wm. Jackfon of London, plumber, bound to Hen. Denham. 
Perhaps both entries mean the fame perfon, bound firft to Powell, and 
afterward to Denham ; for the regifter at that time makes no diftinftian 
between apprentices bound, or turned over, except from fome other com- 
pany mentioning only their being prefented. Reckoning from either 
time, the apprenticelhip expired in 1572 •, fo that we cannot afcertain 
when he took up his freedom, or who made him free, for want of that, 
part of the company’s regifter, from 1570 to 1576, which is mi fling. 
However one Hugh Jackfon bound, or prefcnted, an apprentice in 1577. 
I do not find any perlbn of thefe names on -the livery. He, by the name 
of Hugh Jaxon, as it is frequently written in the regifter, was fined, 6 
Oft.

WAS rather a bookfeller than a printer, yet had many books licenfcd 
to him, and printed for him ; particularly his- catalogue of books 
printed in the F.nglifh language to his own time, which will be deferibed 
in its place, and for which he ought to be remembered with honour. Mr. 
Ames thought he began trade about 1 570 -. poffibly he might, as the 
Stationers’ regifter from that time to 1576 is miffing; however there 
appears no certainty of it.- I find nothing printed for him, nor mentioned- 
in his catalogue, before 1576. He dwelt fometime at the Parrot in St. 
Paul’s church yard ; afterwards at the Brazen Serpent there j but latterly 
dwelt in Lothbury, and had a Ihop in the Royal Exchange.

W AS prefented to the company by Mrs. Toy, widow of Rob. Toy, 
as her apprentice, .13 Octo. 15565 which was foon after they had 
received their charter. Probably he was bound to. her hufband in her 
husband’s lifetime, for he was made free 16 April, 1562 ; and; was taken 
into the livery in 15685 ferved the Renterlhipin 1571 and 15725 Under 
Warden in 1578 and 15795 Upper Warden in 1584 and 1586 5 Mafter 
in 1590 and 1592, as alio the remainder of the year 1593, after the 
deceafe of Wm. Norton ; again in 1600 and 1602. He was concerned 
with, and employed others, in feveral large works 5 and was one of the 
deputies to Chr. Barker efqi printer to the queen's majelly. In the year 
1589, He bought fo many of the books that were feized as he paid 3L 
• for 5 but “ 40 of them, being Harmonies of the Churches, rated at ijs. 
le peece, were had from him by warrant of my L. of Canterb. and remain 
at Lambeth with M. Dr. Cofen 5 and the refidue remain in the Hall to 
ihe vfe of Yarrette James.” He mafried Mary, eldeft daughter of John 
Cawood efq; queen’s printer.* Afterwards he became an alderman of 
London 5 and, among other legacies, bequeathed 61 . yearly to his com- 
pany 5 10 1 . yearly- for ever towards maintaining preachers at Paul’s 
crofss and 61 . yearly to Chrift’s hofpital.

T HE fon of Humphrey Ward, of Drayton, Salop, was apprentice 
to Tho. Marlh for nine years from Lady-day 1 566 ; and feems to 
have been made free in the time of the chafm in the company’s Regifter ; 

• but he does not appear to have printed any thing, unlefs ballads, &c. 
for himfelf before 1582. He dwelt then at the Talbot, near Holbourn 
conduit; in 1589 on Lambeth-hill, near Old-filh-ftreet ; in 1590, at 
the Purfe in the little Old-bailey ; and laftly, in 1 595, in Salilbury Court, 
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at 'the fig* of theCaftle rivSa^eVcdifciantof Stowes*. Survey of'Lon*? ra,.

S EEMS to have been rather a bookfeller, or ftationer, by trade, than 
a printer. I find nothing more concerning him than what is gathered 
from the following book, viz. -

S ON of James Cooke late of London*- yeoman, was put apprentice 
to Mr. John Harrifon fenior, .for 1 2 years from Chriftmas 1 564, and s 
was made free 14 Jan. 1567-8. He was a very orderly member, being 
only once fined vjd. for keeping open fhop on St. Luke’s day. He was 
rather a bookfeller than printer j. yet Mr. Ames entered Calvin’s two fer- 
mons tranfiated by M. Rob. Horne, late Bp. of Winchefter, under his 
name, as if he had printed them for Hen. Car; but as no printer’s name 
or device, &c. appears to the book, and no other book has been found 
with Cooke’s name to it, as the printer, it cannot claim a place here ; . 
but will be inferted in our General Hiftory. He dwelt at the Tiger’s 
Head in St. Paul’s church-yard. As this was the refidenoe alfo of Chr. 
Barker, Mr. Ames fuppofed him and John Cook, Hugh Come, and Hen. 
Car, to have been ferv ants to Mr. Barker, and feems to intimate as if 
•they all dwelt there. ' I have not met with any thing printed either by 
or for John Cook, or Hugh Corne, and fo have nothing to fay of them. 
Car’s dire&ions to the book above-mentioned run thus, “ Printed for 
Henry Car, and are to be fold in Paules Churchyard, ouer againft the.
